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In response to applicant's letter dated June 13, 2005. The following action is taken: 
The claims are rejected for the same reasons set forth in the previous office action 
repeated herein. 

Claims 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are not clear since the drawings show the use of a tracking error signal and 
a prepit output signal. However no processing of removing the influence of one to 
another as claimed. 

Claims 6-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification as originally filed does not 
provide support for the limitation of removing the influence of the prepit based on the 
tracking signal as claimed. 

. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 6, 7, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Komaki etal (5185730). 

The reference shows an optical disk tracking servo apparatus comprising: an address 
(prepit) signal output means 8, tracking signal output means 10, 1 1 and 13 and 
removing the influence of the address signal from the tracking signal 17 and 15. 
With respect to the limitations of claims 7 and 10 see elements 1 and 2. 

Claims 1, 2, 5 and 12-14 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments filed June 13, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument drawn to the 1 12 first 
paragraph rejection. The specification on pages 13-15 do not provide support for the 
invention as argued by applicant. Element 77 having a coefficient multiplier K which is 
preset to reduce the effect pf the prepit. Thus as understood by the examiner, the 
coefficient K is a constant number that is not altered during the operation of the system 
because it is preset during the manufacturing process and does not depend on the 
prepit signal detected by the detection circuit. In response to applicant's argument 
drawn to the prior art. As shown in the reference an address signal (prepit signal) is 
inputted into the controller 9 which then added to the tracking error signal. Such signal 
(address) signal) influences the tracking error signal meeting the claimed invention.
